The letter was intercepted by Gov-
ernment officials, It waa addressed to
French at a Chicago loop hotel, where
a snite maintained by French was
raided vesterdny. Federal officers sald
they recovergd securities valued at
$500,000 in the raid,

Talked of Sulelde

Davia' letter of six pages, dated Au-
gust 5§, was n plea for his wife and
children., leoft without aid from those
who obtained his fortune, the Cleveland
former milllonaire declared he would
be “foresd to the only alternative—sal-
@de.”” Davis nlso was a former presi-
dent of the Dinmond Portland Cement
Company and the Globe Stove Com-
pany. The letter nddressed to French

read :

“Pleate do not take what T am writ-
Ing to you ms a whine, 1 wm not in
the habit of crying after T huve tost, 1f
1 were the anly one to ho vonsiderad 1

would not eare.
““Put there are others who are en-

tirely dependent on me for livelihood,

It is for that rea=on thet T am now |

forced to beg you to return at least a
little of the millions—to be exunct,
£2.500,000—-which vou and your nsso-
clates have taken nway from me in the
last two vears.'
